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ALLIED ULTIMATUM TO GERMANY. 


NO MORE TRIFLING WITH THE TREATY. 


Mr. Lloyd George Outlines Allied Threats. 


( Reuter’s Service.) 


: ; London, March 3. 
Recognising the gravity of to-day’s Conference, an unusual 
crowd witnorsed the arrival of the dolegates, including.the Germans, 

at 8t. James’ Palace. The sitting lasted two hours. ; 

_ It is understood that the Germans will be summoned to appear 
at the Conferonce at noon on Monday to give a definite reply to the 
Allied terms. F ‘ 
‘ German Offer a Mockery. . 


: . London, March 3. 

The Conference was exclusively occupied with the speech. of 
Mr. Lioyd George, which declared the German offer a mockery and 
* emphasised that the Allied measures did not aim at the annihilation 
of Germany. ‘ : 

‘Herr von Simons replied that he would submit the German 
reply on Monday, but affirmed that Germany's sentiments were 
misunderstood and that in the opinion of the German Government 
there would be no occasion for coercive measures, 


German Delegates Perturbed. 
: ; Later. 
The German delegates appeared most perturbed as Mr. Lloyd 
George's speech at the Conference proceeded, and at its close they 
showed signs of decp emotion. Tho Preimior was unusually grave 
ad preoccupied when he left the Palace. . 2c 
- The Premier was loudly cheered in the House of Commons 
when he announced the steps to be taken failing German acceptance 
and when he described Herr von Simons’ proposals as lamentably 
and absurdly short of Germany’s capacity to pay. 


What The Allies May Do. . 
: : Later. 

Mr. Lloyd: George confirmed that, failing German acceptance of 
the Paris demande by noon on Monday, the Allies will occupy Duis- 
burg, Ruhrort and Duesheldorf and control the Rhine Customs Tax

Mr. Lloyd George’s Speech. 
' Later. 
Mr. Lloyd George, in his speech, said the Allied Governments 
.. epneider the statement of Horr von Simons a definite challenge ‘of 
-{hé fyndamental tgnditiofs’of the Tréaty of Voreailtes.< The Paris 
proposals, following dhs Iino taken at Boulogne and Brussels, invatv- 
ed a substantial relaxation of the full demand of the Treaty in 
respect of divarmament and reparation, These proposals were made 
ina spirit of concession to induco an amicable settlement. The 
counter-proposals mock the Treaty. The Allies reached that con- 
clusion not merely from the character of the counter-proposals,: but 
from the speoches of Herr von.Simons in Germany after the Paris 
prop safs and the support accorded him by the German press and 
the Noichstag. Mr. Lloyd George specified the speech at Stuttgart, 
whou Herr-von Simons repudiated German responsibility for the 
war, vhich repudiation was acclaimed throughout Germany. There- 
foro it represented the real attitude of Germany, towards the Treaty 
of Peace. é 
WAR RESPONSIBILITY. 


Mr. Lloyd George emphasised that for tho Allies, German 
respo isibility for the war is fundamental, and if that acknowledge- 
ment is repudiated or abandoned, the Treaty is destroyed. The 
Allies mugt thereforo take account of tho fact that the German 
Government, supported by public opinion, is challenging the founda- 
tion of the Treaty of Versailles, and proposals like those of Horr von 
Simons were simply a. necessary corollary to this new attitude. Ontil 
Germany, as she. compelled France to do in 1871, accepted the world’s 
verdict that she was in the wrong dnd consented to interpret her 
obligations accordingly, these conferences will be futile. 

‘Mr. Lioyd George said the German people were under the 
impression that the Allied demands were an intolerable oppress- 
jon designed to destroy their great country and enslave a great 
people. On the contrary, the Allies regarded a free, contented and 
prosperous Germany as essential to civilisation, and a discontented, 
enslaved Germany os a menace and a-burden to European civilisa- 
tion. Tho Allies did not desire to oppress or impose a bondage on 
Gormany--they simply .asked her to discharge her obligations and to 
repair the injuries of war provoked by her Imperial Government. 
Untike the ‘Treaty of Frankfort, the Allies were not asking for the 
costs of the war, realising the impossibility of a single country to pay 
them. It was important that the German publio-thoroughly under- 
atand the character of the Allies’ demand, because they certainly dil 
not appreciate it. i" 

THE WOUNDS OF WAR. 


Tho Allies, continued Mr. Lloyd George, simply insist that Ger- 
many pay reparation in reepect of charges cast in their respective 
countries by inalerral damage to property and injuries inflicted to 

- the dives avd limbs of the inhabitants. “We ask no more and’ can 
take no less, These are. notimaginary wrongs. They are injuries, 
the reparation of which imposes a crushing burden at this moment 
on the resources of the Allied countries.” Mr. Lloyd Georgo specifi- 
‘ed that France was at present budgeting 12,000 million franca to 
restore tho devastated area-, apart from a gigantic sum for pensions, 
wwhioh provision must be made yearly for at least a decade. What 
chargecould the German Budget show comparable thereto? Mr. 
Lloyd George was,convinced that the German people had no. idea 
of the devastation lof Allied countries as-a result of the action of the 
Imperial Government in 1914. In view of.the incalculable import- 
ance of a real understanding, it was vitel that the Germaa public 
. should be.irformed as to the character ard extent of the devastation, 
and he believed whon they realised it, their attitude would change, 

Mr. Lloyd George proceeded to quote figures, showing, that 
21,000 factories were destroyed in France; the mines in 
France were désiroyed ; 1,659 Communes and townships, were wiped 
out and 2,363 pertly deatroyed ; 630,000 houses were campletely or 
‘partially destroyed.; 8,000 kilometres of railways, 52,000 kilometres 
of roads and.3,700 hectares of soil must be restored; “and the~ coal 
groduction of France was reduced by 50 per cent. An incredible 
amount of this damage was done dei.berately, with a view to 

“destroying esaential moans of production both in France-and in 
Bolgium. , ; 
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vanquished reap the fruits of victory. The destruction of Belgian 
factories was such that 150,000 Belgian workmen worse deported to 
Germany because they were unemployed. These were merely 
samples of the destruction. 
Italy and Britain, but mes tioned that'the latter had 8,000,000 tons of 
shipping destroyed 

“AN or 


cannot underatand the psychology which permits the représentatives 
of acountry whose Government was responsiblefor the most devastating 
war in the world’s history to come solemnly with such terms to a Con- 
ference with the representatives of the victime of that devastation.” 
If the German Government had made s proposal indicating a 
sincere desire to discharge its obtigations, it would have. received 
the fairest and most patient consideration with a view to reaching 
reasonable accord. “We were prepared,” said Mr. Lloyd George, 
“to make all legitimate allowances for the roal difficulties under 
which the German and other peoples labour as a result of the war, 
but these proposals are, frankly, an offence.and an exasperation, and 
ag one anxious for the restoratio » of real peaco in Europe, I deeply 
deplore that such proposals have been submitted, for they indicate a 
desire not to perform but to evade the. obligations which Germany 
has incurred.” : ‘ : 

Mr. Lloyd George pointed out the lowness of German taxation 
sompared to that of the Allies and the smallness of the German 
debt per cent. ‘of the population aa compared with that of Britain. 
He declared that Germany's apparently gigantic debt had been 
reduced almost ta the equal of her pre-war. liabilities by ‘a process 
of depreciating currency and said that Germany's failure to bring 
up taxation to the levol of the taxes of the Allies alone constituted 
an infringement of the Troaty of Versailles, and until she imposes 
at least equal taxation she will be unablato plead inability to meet 
the Paris demands. ° 7 

,DELIBE ‘ATE EVASION. 

Mr. Lloyd George concluded that further reflectinn- confirmed 
the Allies’ first impression that the counter-proposals were simply 
provocative, and it would bo a sheer waste of time to devote 
sittings to ° their consideration. He  was-: authorised 
to make the following declaration on behalf of tha: Allies:—~ 
The Goran Goverament had already defaulted in respect of some 


of the most important provisions of the Treaty of Versailles, namely, 


the delivery of war criniinals for trial, dizarmamentand the paytnent 
of twenty: miljiarde of gold marks in oasikor-in kind, : THRSMU 

not inélsted on the letter of the bond. and had extendedthé tin 

even modified the character of the demands each tinge the. German 
Government failed them., Despite the Treaty and the undartaking 
given at Spa, tho criminals had not yet been tried, let. dlone punish- 
ed, although evidence had been in the hands of the German Govern- 
ment for months. Military organisations, open and clandestine, had 
been allowed to spring up all over the country, equipped with arms 
that should have been surrendered. Ifthe German Government 
sincerely desired to help the: Allies to repair thoir losses, the 
Allies would stilt he ready to make allowances for. the difficulties .of 
Germany, but the counter-proposals convinced the Allies that the 
German Government did. not intend to carry out its Treaty 
obligations or was not strong enough to face selfish and short-sighted 
opposition and insist on necessary sacrifices. If this was due to the 
fact that German opinion did not permit it, that made the situation 
more serious, ‘and the leaders of opinion must realise that the Allies 
will not permit any further paltering with the Treaty. The Allies 
must act on the assumption that the German Government is not 
merely in default, but is deliberately in default. 

THE ULTIMATUM. see 

Mr. Lloyd George declared :—" Unless we hoar by Monday that 
Germany is prepared to accept, the Paris decisions or to submit 
proposals which, in other equally satisfactory ways, will discharge 
the obligations of the Treaty of Versailles, subject-to the concessions 
made in the Paris proposals, we shall from Monday take tho follow- 
course under the Treaty of Versailes :-— ty xe 

“ Firstly.—Occupy the towns of Duisburg, Ruhrort and Duessel- 
dorf on the right bank of the Rhine; 

“ Secondly.—The Allies will obtain powers from their rospsctive 
Parliaments requiting thoir nationals to pay a certain proportion cf 
all payments due to-Germany on German goods to their several 
Governments,such proportion to be retained on account of reparations 
(that is in respect of goods purchased in any Allied country from 
Germany); — : ed . oI 

“Thirdly.—The amount of duties collectéd by German Custom 
Houses on the .oxtéernal frontiers of occupied territories be paid to 


orth}. 


the Reparations Commission, these duties to continue td be levied in 
accordance with the German Tariff, a line of Custony Houses to be 
temporarily, established on the Rhine and at ‘the boundary 


bridgeheads ‘occupied by the Allies’ troops. ‘The teriff-leviable on | 


this line, both on entry and export of gonda, will be determined by 
the Allied High Commissioner in the Rhine territory; in conformity 
with instructions by the Allied Government,” ojo. 

Mr. Lloyd George explained that the second aanclipa meant the 
deduction of part of the purchase value.of any goods-bought from 
Germany by Allied countries. A certain proportion, will:be paid by 
the Exchequor here and the reat be forwarded to Germany with: the 
Exchequer receipt for the amount which had been paid for. . - 

Mr.. Lloyd George asked’ whether Herr von. Simons would 
answer now or prefer a meeting in the afternoon. , 

Herr von Simons replied that’ he would answer in 2 few words 
immediately. He said the German Delegation would examine the 
speech of Nr. Lloyd George and the documents with.a care due to 
their importance, and. undertook to reply before Monday, but he 
begged to state that Mr. Lloyd George seemed to mistake the 


intentions of, the German Governnient, and in their opinion no} 


oceasion would grise for the sanctions stated by the Allies.

POSSIBLE. ULTIMATUM TO GERMANY. 


London, March 3. 

The gravity of the Allied pronouncement to-day is everywhere 
recognised and the strictest secrecy is being observed regarding the, 
reply in accordance, as one leading paper rather tartly says, with the 
now established practice of open diplomacy. 


It is reliably understood, however, that the reply will be in the 
nature of an ultimatum, with the shortest time limit; threatening 
military and economic action. It ia foreshadowed that failure of 
compliance with the ultimatum -will entail occupation of certain 
German towns, Dusseldorf and Duisburg being mentioned in this 
connection,’ also Mannheim and Dortmund, the latter con- 
atituting the eventual flankguards fora larger operation in which 
Frankfurt and Darmstadt will- be embraced. In case of continued 
German obstinacy Marshals Foch and Wilson have declared that these 
plans are executable without re-mobilization. It is considered that 
economic penalties alone will not operate quickly enough. 


‘Although the Allies are now unanimous as regards the course of 
action they will pursue, it is believed that an agreement has not been 
reached without considerable conflict of opinion. 


The “Daily Herald” says the French threatened to embark on 
punitive measures alone if the Allies ‘did not agree to inimediate 
action. The Italians supported Mr. Lloyd George and counselled 
patience and another chance to the Germans, who, incidentally, are 
in ‘constant communication with Berlin. M. Briand eventually 
yielded, eT 


With a view to thoroughly impressing the public with the sense 
and justice of the reparations demands, the papers print striking 
illustrations showing by means ofa map of England superimposed on 
France, how eighteen counties wholly and large portions of three 
partly would have been devastated if the war had been fought in 
England, also Carl Wagner's famous picture painted by Royal com- 
mand depicting the peace terms to the crushed Frenchmen, Theirs 
and Favre, at Versailles in 1871. ; 


It is reported from an authoritative French source that failing 
Germin acceptance on the basis of the Parig agreement of reparation 
terms ‘by noon on March 7th, the Allies will immediately occupy 
Duisburg, Ruhrort and Duesseldorf, tax the sales of German goods to 
Allied countries and establish a customs tine on the Rhine under Allied 
control.

‘ Berlin, March 3. 

A feeling of pessimism tinged with. defiance is prevalent in 
political circles.’ Despatches from London and Paris.talking of penal 
measures, elicited the comment that such would mean the tearing 
up of the Versailles Treaty. The “Lokalanzeiger” says that the 
occupation of more German territory would be an advantage to the 
Empire tactically and politically, because the illegality of such action 
would free Germany from all oblifiations under the Treaty. All Con- 
trol Commissions would have to leave Germany and all questions of 
peace would have to be settled anew. The “Deutsche Zeitung” declares 
that when first the French soldier marches into a town outside occupied 
territory, fhe Treaty of Versnilles will cease to exist and we shall be 
again he in the position of a state of war.

THE BRITISH NAVY. 


London, March 3. 
Rear-Admiral Adair made a typically blunt naval man’s speech 
as regards the Empire’s contribution to the maintenance of the Navy 
on the motion for adjournment in the House of Commons. 


Ife prefaced his remarks by saying it was high time we announced 
our naval policy to the world. If we disclaimed rivalry in battleship 
building, millions of money and possibly future war might be saved. 
There were only the Unitéd States and Japan to consider and treaties 
were liable to end. He continued that if we built battleships it would 
be necessary to develop great bases at enormous cost. In this con- 
nection they would have to turn Singapore into another Rosyth. He 
submitted, that the Dominions ‘and other possessions had not done 
half enaugh towards the upkeep of the Navy, On the basis of volume 
of trade they ought.to contribute two-fifths of the cost of the Navy. 
The cry for a “White Australia’? meant a navy there at least com- 
parable to Japan’s, India contributed very little, Canada’s. navy 
was a lamentable failure’ and South Africa's contribution was 
ridiculous having regard to its trade, while the West Indices, West 


-| Africa, East Africa, Mauritius, Hongkong and a hundred other places 


from which tremendous trade flowed both ways, contributed nothing. 
He asked why not stop? Apart from the iniquity of naval competition 
we could not afford to compete with a country like America unless 
the Dominions paid a part.of the cost. : : 


Sir J. Craig, soothingly replying, stated that the Navy estimates 
were to be introduced on 16th March and it would be improper to 
anticipate them. The gallant Admiral’s remarks would be carefully 
reviewed and would’help the Cabinet to-come to a decision. |

GERMANY'S TWO MINDS. 


The Imperial And The 
Republi: in. 


[The following ticle, though 
referring to an event now past, is 
of considerable interest.] . 

All well-wishers of the young 
German Republic have received, 
a painful surprise in. the news 
that January 18 is to be celebrat- 
od .as a national holiday, writes 
the’ Berlin correspondent of the 
Observer. This date is the fiftieth 
anniversary of the foundation of 
the Empire. On January 18, 
1871, at Versailles, William, King 
of Prussia, wes proclaimed Ger- 
man Emperor. On January 18, 
1921, the Government of republi- 
can Germany has decided to 
recall national memories and 
national pride to a people still 
clamouring for fixed days in the 
year to celebrate the inangura- 
tion of the November of two years 
ago. : 

Itis more than probable that the 
present decision hax been made 
with the situation of Bavaria at 
tho moment in mind. Out of the 
confederation of the North: and 
South German States was born 
the Empire; according’ to tho 
statements of Herr, Wscherich 
made this week, there is _ no 
Separatist movement to be noticed 
in Bavaria save in the columns 
of the newapapers. Be that aa it 
may, it is mors than probable that 
the average outsider will be more 
struck by this tribute to Hohen- 
zoliern glories than convinced of

It is gratifying to me 
to come before you with 
such a faveurable account, un- 
questionably the best in tho 
history of the Company. Larger 
dividends have been paid in years 
gone by, but never have larger 
profits been made. It is to the 
more conservative policy adopted 
in recent years of appropriating 
much larger sums than formerly 
for depreciation that the improved 
position of the Company finan- 
cially and otherwise is to some 
extent due.

SHIPBUILDING IN JAPAN, 

The commission to rludy 
financial and economic affairs! 
its genoral mocting on tho lk 4 
February and passed tha repart 
of tha commission about the fund- 
amental policy of Iron Works 
and Shipbuilding problens which 
have been studied by the best 
exports ia the Govenment and 
the public for more than halfa 
your..-Promior Hara, who is tho 
chairman of the commission, 
immediately took steps to 
send in the report to the 
Government. Tha main point in 
the report. are as follows :—'T'he 
fundamental policy to develop 
jron works in Japan is to aim to 
have measures to get self supply, 
and to attain the aim the follow- 
ing measures should be. adopted: 
(L) ‘A syndicate of iron works 
should be formed to havo suffici- 
ont supply of raw materials and 
proper distribution of their pro- 
ducts, -(2.) Ags.tho measures to 
protect iron works :—(a.) Customs 
duties on imported pig iron should 
bo 10 per cant. ad valorem and on 
steel 15 per cont. ad valorem but 
steel for the use of shipbuild- 
ing shold be exempted from 
import duties and ‘of the 
jron and steel under the 
conventional tariff, the tariff thus 
to be paid should bo subsidised 
by the Government so long as the 
convention is in existence, (b) 
When the steel manufactured by 
Japancso iron works is used ‘for 
shipbuilding purposes a subsidy 
should be paid based on the 
amount same as import tariff. (c) 
Those who engage in iron works 
will be exompted from the busi- 
ness tax and income tax for the 
next ten years and protection 
be given to electric iron 
manufacturing, raw materials for 
iron works end tho transporta- 
tion on fand -and sea. (3) Tho 
supply of materials for iron works 
to be guaranteed. (4) Measures 
to hasten the developmont of iron 
works, (5) Protection to bo 
given to iron works owned by 
Japanese in Manchuria and other 
places to the extent of not intor- 
fering with the development 
of. iron works in Japan, The 
fundamental policy to develop 
shipbuilding in Japan ia aimed to 
have self supply and to attain the 
aim tho following measures 
should be adopted: (1) General 
protection: (a) Measures to 
encourage the shipbuilding in the 
past are not satisfactory. (b) 
Stee! and lumber for the use of 
shipbuilding and repair‘ng should 
be. exempted from import 
tariff. (c) Special materials or 
newly invested goods to equip 
ships and flag staff of ships 
be exempted from import tariff. 
(d) Ships for Government usé 
should be built in the shipping 
yards in Japanin principle. (e} 
The law of subsidy for navig- 
ation should be kept up for the 
purpose of encouragemen:. (f) 
Measures to be opened to accom- 
modate sufficient funds for a long 
term at a low rate of interest. 
(2) Subsidy to be paid for the 
building expense and expense of 
navigati¢h tor transports and 
special types of ships.

The economic panio 
caused there to be cancelled, and 
cotton yarn ‘and piecegoods are 
the only lines in which transao- 
tions have subsequently been 
made on long delivery. The dis- 
appearance of forward transac- . 
tions has, as the producers con- 
cerned grumble, entailed incon- 
veniences upon their business 
methods, For example, producers 
of fertiliser, cement woollen, tex- 
tiles, and chemicals have been 
unable to make reassuring con- 
tracts for future goods, this 


being particularly the caso with | a 


those goods which require a long 
period in manufactury, and a de- 
‘cline in the prices of which pro- 
ducers must have under’ con- 
sideration when purchasing raw 
materials. A 
company, in view of the pass 
failure in forward transations, 
has opened direct business with 
provincial buyers, but obtained 
very poor resulls, There has ap- 
peared of Iate a tendency. for 
producing concerns and their 
special agents’ to resume short 
term forward business, and on 
the manure market. transactions 
are baing made for March and 
April delivery.

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TAXATION AND SHIPPING. 


Yesterday's debate in the Legislative Council on the 
question of the Light Dues of ‘the Port would have been 
very much shorter if the Hon, Mr P. if Holyoak had not 
requested the Government to commit itself toa pledge for 
an indefinite period. The obvious desire of the Chamber 
of Commerce and of the mercantile and commercial in- 
terests venerally was to ensure that the present Light Dues. 
would not be increased of any fresh taxation placed: on 
shipping without: opportunity being given for an ex- 
pression of opinion, Bul Mr. Uolyvak sought to tie the 
Government's hands for all time, and His Excellency very 
wisely refused to comply. The speeches of all the Un- 
olficial Members amounted to the acceptance.of the present 
Dues (of which only a continuation was sought) as being 
just and equitieble : they did met mind a continuation of 
them se long as nothing further was added. Whether it 
will be necessary in the future to increase the direct con- 
tribution now made by shipping was, obviously, a matter 
that the present Government could not decide... The com- 
promise offered by flis | Eescellency--that the resolution 
keeping the dues at their present level be limited in oper: 
ation to the present vear--was one that Unofliciuls could 
not very welt have refused to-aceept. ‘The effeet of it: will 
be that whilst the present seale is in operation no further 
taxation will be dmposed, and that in the event of any vad- 
ditional dues being proposed the whole matter will again 
come up for cousideration. ‘The Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Comtuerce lis gained the very point it was anxious 
to secure, whilst the Goverument has been left free to make 
any proposals that future necessity might dictate. 

Qn the question of {lis future taxation there is a lot 
that could be said on both sides. No-one (not even the 
Government) will be likely to overlook the fact this Coluny 
depends for its existence on shipping and the trade that 
slipping brings. So long as the Port can ofier the attrac- 
tions of, good harbour facilities at a reasouable charge it 
need fear litth. But so.soun as charges are made excessive 
higher than the general rule—then-a handicap will be 
imposed. “Phere is souial logic in the arguments of ship- 
pers, but there is also something to be said on the other 
side. The imaimtenance of the harbour, the projected 
improvements in the matter of wharfage accommodation, 
aid the Governmental services of the Port have already cost, 
and will still further cost a deal of money, and it is only 
fair and reasouable that shipping interests should bear 
their due proportion of that cost. Whether that proportion 
scould best be collected by direct taxation on shipping or by 
taxation spread over.the whole of the community is the real 
assue that has to be decided. The raising of a loan to 
cover the cost of the extraordinary works contemplated 
would mean, that the general taxes of the Colony would 
have to provide the interest and sinking fund, and’ it has 
already been pointed out that the Hoating of a short-time 

» Joan is by no meaus w very economical proceeding at the 
present time. If this were a Colony in which taxation was 

- high, in which shipping and commercial interests paid 
heavily already, the argument’ of the Chamber of Commerce 
would have a great deal more force. But, the simple fact 
is that Llongkong stands. high on the list of cheap Ports, 
that-taxation is extremely low and that we have been rather 
apoiled by reason of the Government's annual receipt of 
huge suns of money out of the opium monopoly, That sum 
will be decreasing, the Government's annual expenditure is 
almost bound to increase, and there seems little chance of 
pscupe from heavier domestic taxation in ‘the very near 
future. The real puint at issue is :—* Should some of that 
taxation he directly placed on the interests that benefit. most, 
or should it all be imcluded in a common levy?” And that 
isa point on which there will always be contention, 


the old Etonian par excellence, 
think of all this insurgonce? In 
his earlier period that “ most 
superior person: would have been 
horror-atricken. Perhaps, with 
the mellowing years, his lordship 
smiles to-day whera in former 
times he would have darkly 
frowned. Aro these episodes a 
portent? So far, in life as in 
fiction, the Socialistic contagion 
among aristocrats and plutocrats 
has usually worn itself out soon 
after youth. 


By-Election Result. 


A quite unexpected result has 
attended the by-election at 
ast Woolwich consequent upon 
the retirement of Mr. Crooks. 
That familiar spokesman ‘for 
democracy was unopposed at the 
General Election, and for a long 
while before the splitting of the 
constituency into two divisions 
he had held the - seat in 
safe keeping for . Labour. 
Yot, in a protty close but 
“straight” fight, the Coalitiomst 
has ‘defeated tho Labour can- 
didate. This district around the 
famous Arsenal and Dockyard is 
essentially working-class, and 
the recent short-time decision of 
the Government was very un- 
popular, which might have been 
expected to add materially 
to ‘tho marked disfavour in 
which Opposition journals de- 
clare the Ministry to be held, 
So far ay the candidates’ indivi- 
duality was concerned, Labour's 
nomineé, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
was much the better known. 
Possibly a desire not to embarrass 
the Government during the Lon- 
don Conferonce carried some, 
but not a great deal of weight, A 
truer explanation seems to be 
that, “while there -has 
boon ‘much di-satisfaction with 
Mr. Lloyd George's regime; the 
electorate secs no advantage in 
exchanging King Log for King 
Stork. 


The Detached View. 


It is always of interest to know 
how people see themselves, 
particularly when they speak 
froni the attitude of detachment 
which ourJapanese contemporary 
the Herald of Asia appears to 
have attained. Alluding to a 


recent message to the nation from 


the Premier, the Herald says :— 
“We should have liked the 
Premier to emphasise the fact 
that though Japan is considered 
one of the five great Powers, in 
reality she is still unworthy .in 
many .respects of the proud posi- 
tion she holds. It is only in 
point of armament that she is a 
great Power, but with regard to 
othor‘factors of civilisation she is 
still behind .even some of the 
minor nations. We are not be- 
littling ourcountrymen. Weare 
confident of their potential 
talents and capabilities, and haye 
great hope for the future of our 
country. But it is undeniable 
tho Japanese have so fur con- 
tributed almost ‘nothing towards 
the gencral advancement of 
the world’s civilisation. This 
is attested by the fact 
that practically: no books written 
by our authors have evor, stirred 
up groat interest in tho reading 
public of the outside world, and 
no Japanese scientists and writers 
hayo been awarded Nobel prizes. 
We have hitherto been only 
pupils of the Wost, and though 
we havo proved ourselves to be 
good pupils, we have still to exert 
ourselves to (he utmost bofore we 
can bogin to return tho intel- 
lectual debts we owe to the 
Occidental nations, Without

VENIZELOS versus 
CONSTANTINE, : 

Just now when aConference is 
sitting in London:for the purposo 
of (let us hope) finally settling the 
Noar East Question, a trio of 
volumes from the New York 
presses caught my eye. Tho 
titles are “Constantino I. and the 
Greek People” by Paxton Hibben; 
“Vonizelos” by Herbert Adams 
Gibbons; and “ Venizelos" by 
Richard Boardman. Boside thoir 
other qualities Mr. _ Hibben’s 
and Mr. Gibbons’ volumes 
have the value of correctives, 
since thoy are written from di- 
amotrically opposite standpoints 
Ono is a partisan of the Greek 
monarch, with -a furious hatred 
of Venizelos; the other paints 
Constantine as a double-dealing 
and persistent enemy of the Allies, 
and lauds the Crotan to the skies. 
The latter is the’ view of Mr. 
Gibbons, whose volume is the firat 
of the Modern Statesmen Series 
planned by the Houghton Mifflin 
Company. Each makes the 
most of tho opportunities for 
polemics genérousiy provided. It 
is possible ihat each author 
purposely exaggerates tho merits 
of his hero and the failings 
of the rival leader in  ordor 
to impress tho public. Perhaps 
the authors feel that judicious 
fine-xpun discussions of the events 
leading up to the present confused 
Greek situation would be- read 
only by tho fow, and that tho 
appeal must be a more emphatic 
and popular one. 

Of the two, Mr. Hibben is the 
more extreme partisan, It is his 


thesis that Constantine is not and: 


never was pro-Gorman or -anti- 
Ally, but that he always was and 
still is solely and consistontly pro- 
Greck. This thesis he upholds by 
a number of assertions which will 
undoubtedly surprise the majority 
of readers. He statos, for instance, 
that in the spring of 1915 Con- 
stantine's General Staff made an 
offer of 300,000 men to undertake 
aland expedition through Bul- 
garia against Constantinoplo, 
provided ‘the Allies would also 
supply troops. and guaranteo the 
territorial integrity of Greece 
during and after the war, provided 
the territorial componsations to be 
made Cireecoe in return for her 
assistance wore clearly specified, 
and provided Greek troops 
were not to be used outside of 
Greece's immediate sphere of 
interest. The plan entailed the 
forcing of Bulgaria's hand, and its 
adoption woult have — given 
Greece a dominant role in the 
capture of the Turkish capital. 
Some such rumour has lately 
obtained currency.. All one can 
say at present is that it does not 
square with “Tino’s” general 
record, ; 

Mr. Hibben expresses a general 
impression of ignorance and in- 
competence on the part of most 
of the Allied representatives in 
the Near East, and on this point 


he and Mr. Gibbons seom in 
agreement. Both volumes relate 
how the Alliod envoys were in- 
structed to intrigue with Bulgaria, 
‘at the expense of Serbia and 
Greece. Nothing short of the ac- 
tual declaration of war by 
Bulgaria could, convince the 
Quai d'Orsay, much less 
Downing Street, that Bul- 
garia harboured any . but the 
kindest and most friendly 
feelings toward the Entente, we 
are told. -It is interesting in this 
connection to find General Sarrail 
in his recent account of the 
Salonica campaign (“Mon Com- 
mandement en Orient’) referring 
over and over again to the pro. 
Bulgar propensities of the English 
officers with whom he had todeal. 
As a comment on Entente policy 


in Greece one may quote the| 


dictum of Mr. George Renwick, 
correspondent. of the Duily 
Chronicie, in 1915: “ The errors 
and lack of imagination and 
knowledge of the Entente diplo- 
matists are responsible for nearly 
all the genuine opposition to the 
abandonment of neutrality which 
exists in this country [Greece] to- 
day.” , 
On some points an unbiassed 
reader must agree_with Mr. Hib- 
ben. But it would perhaps have 
been fairer, as it would certainly 
have been more convincing, if he 
had shown the other side of the 
picture as well. In epite of ex- 
aggerations about German pro- 
paganda in Greece, of Ger- 
man suvmarines supplied in 
Greek. waters, and of Ger- 
man'c sympathies on . tho 
part of persona in Court circlos, it 
remains a fact that many of these 
tales were true. Myr. Hibben also 
goes too far when he says that 
the representatives of the Central 
Empires in Athens were of “little 
practical use to their countries.”

Denmark, the first three Powers 
guaranteed the torritorial in- 
tegrity of Groece _under a 
“monarchical, independent, and 
constitutional State,” “In justify- 
ing their landing of troops on 
Greok soil the Allies contended 
that King Constantine, in’ dis- 
missing Premier Venizelos after 
an. overwhelming victory by tho 
latter at the polls, acted uncon- 
stitutionally, and that in con- 
sequence it was their duty as 
well as their right to take 
necossary steps to  rostoro 
constitutionalism. Mr. Hibben 
implies that the claim is unfound- 
ed, yet he does not provide us 
with arefutation of it, suppos- 
ing that it can be refuted, 
Infact, Mr. Hibben is often dis- 
appointing in not dealing with 
Allied statements explicitly 
enough. 

The difficult matter of the 
Serbo-Groek treaty of defence is 
naturally taken up in some detail 
both by Mr. Hibben and: Mr, 
Gibbons. Greece, it will bo re- 
called, had a treaty with Serbia 
which provided that in event of 
an attack on cither State by any 
Balkan Power the country not so 
attacked must immediately go to 
the aid of the other. Greece did 
not do this when Bulgaria poured 
ber troops across the Serbian 
frontier into tho valley: of the 
Vardar. One must not be too 
severe in condemning a har- 
assed people for having been 
confused by divided counsels 
and choosing to temporise * and 
play for safety rather than to 
follow the way of glory and 
sacrifice. But in the critical days 
of the fall of 1915, when the dis- 
pute between Venizelos, who 
favoured war, and Constantine, 
who favoured neutrality, was at 
its height, the martyrdom of 
Serbia wus taking placo before 
the eyes of the’ world. , 

How far fear was the governing 
consideration of a section of 
Greeks in avoiding war may be 
gathered from a speech made 
later by Premier, Zaimis, He 
said: * We aro too small to play 
such a part [i ¢, to aid Serbia 
against Bulgaria], and .we free 
ourselves of the obligation by 
reason ‘of the vastness of the 
danger, which we had not fore- 
seen in 1915." Tecinical inter- 
pretations of the Serbian treaty 
do not play any part in that 
argument. . 

These two biographies of the 
Greek rivals afford a useful op- 
portunity to judge of their con- 
flicting claims upon tno gratitude 
of the Greek race. The Gibbons 
book has perhaps a more readable 
style, and it also is more truly a 
biogarphy in that it describes 
the earlier career and achieve- 
ments of the Cretan statesman in 
a mostcomplete manner. At the 
same time it is only fair to read 
Mr, Hibben's conflicting expose 
before coming to any too definite 
conclusions. The third volume 
is a sketch by an admirer of 
Venizelos, but does not add much 
light on the question. x 

The friends of Grosce every- 
where must feel deep anxiety over 
the immediate future of that 
country. The Constantinists, 
overwhelming victors at the polls, 
are in the difficult situation of 
having overthrown Venizelos -in 
the name of the demobilization of 
the army and the cessation of 
imperialistic expeditions, but ‘of 
being unable to demobilize with- 
out -sacrificing the fruits of 
Venizelos's statesmanship. The 
ensuing period promises to be 
critical. Venizelos has given his 
countrymen a great opportunity, 
and it remains to be seen whether 
the. Constantine regime, profiting 
b irae will make the best 
of it, °° “
